Not just a Bush war; a war on terror 


To the editor: 

There is nothing more seri- 
ous going on in this world than 
the war on terror. The main 
battlefield right now is Iraq 
and don’t I wish we could just 
end our loss of lives and ex- 
penditures by withdrawing. 

Some cali it just a Civil War 
between the Sunni’s and Shiite

ing cause of injury for women 
and is the cause of at least 35% 
of all emergency room visits. 
Every day approximately four 
men kill their present or former 
intimate female partner. Roughly 
75% of those men murder the 
women they were partnered. with 
during or after a separation. In a 
typical week in Michigan, one fe- 
male is the victim of intimate part- 
ner homicide. 

With recent incidents of domes- 
tic violence making headlines in 
northern Michigan, it is important 
to remember these are not isolated 
crimes. Domestic abuse is happen- 
ing every day in our country and 
community. Domestic abuse mur- 
ders are committed because the 
abuser is sensing a loss of control 
in the relationship, typically be- 


fanatics but I don’t buy that.

They both want to be in power 
and I only wish it weren’t us 
they and other terrorists view 
as the enemy. ; 

When opponents will kill 
themselves and destroy life 
and property indiscriminately

that control by killing her, threat- 


ening or murdering family mem- . 
bers, or assaulting others that are . 


trying to support her. These ex- 
treme control tactics have nothing 
to do with the abuser being an al- 
coholic, having mental health is- 
sues, or being unable to control his 
anger. They are, instead, the last 
tool the batterer has in his arsenal 
to maintain control over his inti- 
mate partner. 

Most men do not batter. How- 
ever, those who do must be held 
accountable for their controlling 
behaviors. Domestic abuse is a 
pattern of power and control that 
can include mental and verbal 
abuse, as well as sexual and 


they are quite formidable op- 
ponents even though small in 
numbers. The terrorists’ other 
advantage is it is hard for us 
to recognize the enemy — 
they look like the general 
population. 

It is a very difficult war but 
a very necessary one. It would 
help if many on our side would 
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physical violence. Society often- 
times seeks to diagnose abusers’ 


_ behaviors in order to provide 


treatment for their violence ‘or 
buys into myths that work to ex- 
cuse the abuse. We challenge this 
community to recognize the 
roots of domestic abuse - sexism 
and oppression against women - 
which requires over-arching so- 
cial change around the treatment 
of women. Additionally, 
batterers need to be held ac- 
countable for their behavior 
through the legal system and in 
our day-to-day lives by all of us 
standing up to say “Domestic 
abuse is not okay and there are 
NO EXCUSES”.

PETOSKEY — North 


Central Michigan Com- 
munity College hosted 
U.S. Congressman Bart 
Stupak March 16. He 
met with a crowd of 
about 70 people, giving 
a short summary of re- 
cent events in Congress 
and fielding questions. It 
was obvious it was im- 
portant and enjoyable to 
Stupak he meet with 
people in this forum. 

There were big 
changes in the House of 
Representatives to report 
now that Democrats hold 
the majority. In his re- 
view, he asked his con- 
stituents to be patient 
with his party as they try 
to dig into a system of 
government that has 
been operating pretty 
much without a system 
of checks and balances 
since President Bush 
took office. 

“One of the most im~ 
portant jobs in Congress 
is that of oversight,” he 
said.

tendees of the 125 
Michigan soldiers who 
had died. 

Regarding the war 
Stupak shared the com- 
plexity of the decision- 
making process, citing 
there were at least 20 
resolutions on Iraq being 
consideted.
